HIS Majesty’s Minister at Kabul in his despatches Nos. 60 and 86 of the 
2nd May and oth June, 1936, respectively, liad the honour to report to you on the 
recent activities in tan of Mr. ©. ©, Hart, formerly American Minister 
‘Tehran. Later Mr, Hart passed through Tehran on his way to Europe and, 
s he stated that he had business at Geneva, Mr. Loxley informed Mr. Makins 
of his plans in a letter, dated the 15th September last, of which a copy was sent 
to Mr. Collier, 

2. Mr. Hart, again accompanied by Mr. Clapp, is now back in Tehran and 
a few days ago gave the chief manager of the Imperial Bank of Iran the 
following account of his activities: He said that he had signed a concession with. 
4 representative of the Afghan Government about the middle of November in 
Berlin, and that he now on the point of signing a concession with the Tranian 
Government, Mr, Butters did not gather exactly what area was covered by 
Mr. Hart's alleged concession here, but thought that it was approximately the 
north-eastern part of the c According to Mr, Hart, the American company 
would spend four drilling in different territories, and the payment of 
royalties would only begin in the final quarter of the fourth year, Mr, Mart 
did not say what rate per ton had been fixed as royalty, bub stated that after 
eleven years the minimum royalty would amount to £1,800,000 per annum. No. 
cash payment was apparently being made for the concession, A pipe-line would 
be constructed to Charbar on the Persian Gulf, and for its final 300 miles it 
would serve both the Iranian and the Afghan oil-fields. Mr. Hart said that he 
was backed by the Texas Oil Compar oil interests. and 
various outsi le groups who had agreed to provide finance. One of these was the 
Fisher Company, who are, I understand, manufacturers of motor-car bodies, 
another was the Dodge Motor Company or a group connected with them, and a 
third Mr, Butters understood to be composed of certain Dupont interests.

of his activities. On the face of it much of his story seems improbable and 
Mr. Butters regards it with extreme seepticisi Mr, Hart is not, T belieye, in 
contact with the American Legation here, and it is doubtful whether he has the 
support of his Government; and Mr. Butters professed himself very reluctant to 
believe that the United States Government would be glad to see American capital 
sunk inan area where there are so many ri of political complications.

WITH reference to my despatch No, 483 B. of the 19th September last, T 
have the honour to report that M. Cemal Husnu, the head of the Turkish 
mission which arrived in Iran in October last, is still in Tehran but expects to 
finish his negotiations shortly. 

2, [rom what M, Husnu has told me it seems that the negotiations have 
not led to any very important results, A commercial agreement will, I 
understand, be concluded, but there have been a good many difficulties over it 
and it is not likely to have any remarkable effects. ‘The Turkish delegation 
have naturally found it difficult to achieve much when the franian Government 
‘are ulrendy So committed, as regards their international trade, by their 
‘agreements with Germany and the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. Nor 
does there seem much scope, even if this difficulty were removed, for increasing 
the tmde between Turkey and Iran. 

Attiompts have been made to negotiate @ consular convention, but this 
Will almost certainly have to be left for the Turkish Embassy to deal with after 
the mission's departure. It has not yet been possible for the Turkish 
representatives to overcome the reluctance of the Iranian Government to agree 
io the inclusion of the whole country in consular districts. ‘The reluctance of 
tho Iranian Government to accept proposals of this kind is already well known 
to your Department. 

4. M. HHusnu has taken a great personal interest in the promotion of a 
civil air sevyice between Angora and Tehran, His instructions were to propose 
‘a fully reciprocal urco-lranian service, Unfortunately, however, the General 
Stalls of oth countries considered that flying by Turkish pilots to Tehran, or 
by Iranian pilots to Angora, would give too. great fu for espionage. ‘The 
present proposal is therefore, I believe, that the Turks should tly only to Tabriz, 
And the Inunians to a point ab some distance from Angora, ‘The tinal stage in 
each case would be flown only by national pilots. 

5, Agreoments for the improvement of ground communications between 
tho two countries, tho settlement of frontier difficulties and similar matters 
have, M, Husuu informs me, been successfully negotinted.

‘The 
Wheat Monopoly must also have miscalculated home requirements, for a serious 
shortage of wheat. was recently threatened in Khorassan, at a time when traffic

8. This bureaucratic confusion, and in particular the difficulty of obtaining 
foreign exchange, is to some extent disconrazing foreign interests from competing 
for further contracts and concessions in Iran, But this is not true of American 
and, above all, German interests. An American company has obtained an oil 
concession in East and North-Fast fran, and German firms are negotiating very 
large orders for railway material and industrial equipment. Germany is, indeed, 
obtaining a very large share of the foreign trade ot fran, and is now playing. an 
important part, in the country’s economic life, thanks mainly to her clearing 
agreement. This tendency, too, is a source of difficulties for the Iranian Govern 
ment, who ate likely to find it increasingly difficult to obtain sufficient export 
commodities to satisly both Germany and the Union of Soviet Socialist Republic: 
and at the same time provide free foreign exchange through exports to other 
countries. Tn general it may be said that inexperience and inefficiency are leading, 
the Iranian Government into economic difficulties which might have been avoided, 
and which, considering the large resources of this country, appear unn

The reaction against foreign penetration, so strong in high quarters, has 
thence shot over the whole of Iranian officialdom, passing far beyond the bounds 
of sound common sense. ‘There are officials here who think so in private, but 
prudence prevents them from being friendly or helpful towards foreign officials, 
whilst otfiers are moved by ambition to seck distinction by being definitely 
obstructive.

During the years 1910-17 was a protégé of the Russians, 
and through theit influence was appointed a member of the financial commission 
set up in 1916 to control Persian finances. Arrested by the Jangalis in 1917 on 
his estates at Lastenishah in Gilan, and held to ransom for 100,000 tomans. 

‘Has now transferred all his estates and property, which is considerable, to 
his wife, who manages them for him very efficiently and allows him to live a 
secluded life. Has several sons, and one daughter married to Dr. Musharraf 
Nafigy. 

19, Amirahmedi (or Ahmedi), Ahmedi Agha, Born in Tehran about 1880. 
Comes from an Ardebil family, his forbears having emigrated from the Caucasus. 
Enlisted. in the Cossack Brigade in 1899 and received speedy promotion; he was 
soon commissioned, and was a general in 1020. Took a prominent part in 
operations against’ the Jangalis in 1919. When the army was reorganised in 
1922 he. was given the rank of Amir Lashkar (chief of a division) and placed in 
command of the Western Division with headquarters at Hamadan. Was recalled 
on account of his shameless robbery and for his treacherous oppression of the 
Lurs; but, being a favourite of Reza Shah's, he was appointed to command the 
amnich or road guards, Appointed in 1926 to command the North-West Division, 
while retaining command of the amnich. Recalled the next year, and appointed 
to command in Luristan in the spring of 1928. He succeeded in pacifying 
Luristan by the summer, and in disarming the Lurs; he also assisted in the 
construction of the Khorramabad road. Promoted Sepahbod (field-marshal) in 
April 1929 as.a reward for his services. Returned to Tehran for medical treat- 
ment, and left for Europe in 1930. Sent to Kurdistan to disarm the Kurds in 
December 1931. ; * 

‘A man of considerable energy and ambition. Determined and intelligent, 
though not well educated, He speaks Russian, He is tyrannical, but socially 
quite agreeable, He accepts no master but the Shah. Is fond of European 
society, and has on a few occasions been friendly and helpful to British interests. 
In his carly days of power be robbed shamelessly, but-has since learnt to,rob with 
tact. Has accumulated great wealth and owns large properties in Tehran. 


20. Amir-Beglari, Jafar Quli.—Born in Tehran about 1873. Was an 


officer of the old Cossack Brigade, After the reorganisation of the army in 1922, 
was placed in command of the Tehran cavalry, which post he held for some years, 
Chiof of tho Tehran military police since 1991, with the rank of Sartip.

Army cashier 1922-28, Manager of the Pahlevi Bank in 1931, Sent to Paris to 
study banking in 1931. Returned to Tehran in 1933, and in 1934 appointed 
managing director of the National Bank; his title is now (1937) “Governor” of 
the bank; and he holds the rank of general. 

Married a much-divorced Caucasian lady, usually known as Kitty Khanum 
Speaks French and Russian. Sociable and friendly; a bridge player; but’ will 
never be an eminent financier. 


23, Ansari, Ali Quii (Mushavi Born about 
for many years a secretary in the Pei Legation at Petrograd, becoming 
Chargé d’ Affaires there in 1911. Returned to Persia in 1913, and was appointed 
Secretary-General in the Foreign Ministry, Acting Minister for Foreign Affairs 
in June 1913, and Minister for Foreign Affairs December 1915 to February 1916. 
Tn 1917 he was appointed assistant to the Governor-General of Khorasan. In 
January 1918 he again became Minister for Foreign Afiairs in Mustaufi's Cabinet, 
and retained that portfolio in the following Cabinet formed by Nejef Quli Khan 
Bakhtiari in May 1918. This last Cabinet was reconstructed after one and a half 
months, and Ansari was omitted. He, however, was reappointed Foreign 
Minister in Vossuq’s Cabinet, formed on the 7th August, 1018. At the end of 
1918 he was appointed president of the Persian mission to the Paris Peace 
Conference. This mission was abortive, and in 1919 Ansari was appointed 
Persian Ambassador to Turkey. In 1920 he was appointed as Ambassador to 
Moscow, and, with Taqi Zadeh, was instrumental in drawing up the Pereo-Sovist 
‘Treaty of Febranry 10R1, Ansari remained in Moacow until Jaly 1926, when he 
returned to Tehran to take up the appointment of Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
He returned to Moscow on a special mission in March 1997 in order to settle 
certain outstanding questions between Persia and the U.S.S.R., in which he was 
successful. Early in 1928 he visited Warsaw to finish negotiations for a Perso- 
Polish commercial treaty, after which he visited Czechosloyakia and Germany, 
In May 1923 he was again appointed Persian Ambassador to the U.S.S.R. 

Ansari talks Russian and French fluently, and is socially quite a pleasant 
and agreeable person. He is intelligent, but lazy, untruthful, and carries little 
weight, He has a reputation amongst his compatriots for demagogy, lack of 
character, and for making money out of appointments to posts in the service under 
his direction. 

As Minister for Foreign Affairs he was most unsatisfactory, and never tried 
to settle the smallest question. Appointed Persian Minister in London in May 

Recalled from London. in December 1932, and not since employed. It was 
thought at the time that his recall was closely connected with admissions which 
he made in London concerning the true nature of Teymourtache's negotiations 
With the Anglo-Persian Oil Company in London. He has been living quietly in 
Tehran, unemployed, since his return in the spring of 1983.

24. Ansari, Mahmoud Agha (Amir Igtidar)—Born at Isfahan about 1878.

the streets. His methods have not been strictly legal, and at first caused a 
‘onsiderable amount of discontent amongst perce owners, but he has without 
doubt improved the aspect of the capital, and as the newly-constructed properties 
are bringing in to their owners considerably enbanced rent the former discontent 
fang lually died down. High-handed methods were perhaps necessary to force 
the Tehranis to co-operate in the improvement of the city, and Kerim Agha’s 
driving power has proved invaluable. He is a man of no education, and his 
standard of intelligence is below that necessary for a ministerial post. He caused 

Railway Syndicate so much trouble, even going so far as to refuse to pay the 
Monetary instalments as they fell due, that the latter were compelled to give him 
‘in ultimatum threatening to close down if he persisted in being obstructive. 
This caused the Shah to invoke the help of Teymourtache, who was able to smoothe 
Matters over and satisfy the syndicate. As Minister of Public Works he was 
{Sitainly not the success that he was as Director of Municipality. Before he 
Attained ministerial rank he had been in charge of the private estates of the 
Shah, and is said to have enlarged them considerably at the expense of the owners 
°f neighbouring estates, and by methods which will not bear too close scrutiny. 
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He left for Europe in June 1934. for medical treatment, He had been ill for 
some time, and it was thought that he was suffering from an incurable disease.

59. Dashti, Ali—Born about 1887. Educated in the schools of the 
Holy Places of Iraq.

Again’appointed Minister 
of Justice in 1918 and Minister for Foreign Affairs in 1919. Accompanied 
Sultan Ahmed Shah to Europe in 1919, was received by His Majesty King Geor; 
and created a G.C.M.G. During the European war his sentiments were pro-Ally, 
‘and he was one of the three negotiators of the Anglo-Persian Convention of 1919. 
He returned to Persia at the end of 1920, and, together with his father, was 
arrested by Sapyid Zin-ed-Din after the coup @'Etat in the spring of 1920. When 
the Sayyid fell from power a few weeks later he was released. He blamed His 
Majesty's Government for having allowed his arrest, and after his release showed 
violent anti-British sentiments.

Elected a Deputy to the third Majlis, and left Tehran with the pro-German clique 
in 1915 for Bagdad and Constantinople. On the capture by the British forces 
of Bagdad, Suleiman Mirza took refuge with the Sinjabi tribe on the Perso-Iraq 
frontier, whence he conducted a system of espionage against the British army, 
On the Sinjabis refusing to surrender him, they were attacked in 1918, and 
Suleiman Mirza was captured and sent to India, He returned to Persia in 1921 
and was again elected to the Majlis, where he led a small Socialist group. Was 
again elected to the fifth term of the Majlis and was leader of the minority party. 
Appointed Minister of Education in 1928, but did nothing beyond filling the posts 
of that Ministry with his Socialist friends. Since the establishment of a Soviet 
representation in this country, Suleiman Mirza has been on terms of close friend- 
ship with the Soviets, but he has lost any populatity he ever had, and his Socialist 
party has broken down badly. In October 1927 he went to Moscow to be present 
at the tenth anniversary of the Soviet régime, and afterwards he visited Berlin 
and Paris, returning to Persia in the winter of 1930.

His struggle with Reza Khan Sardar 
Sepah (afterwards Reza Shah) culminated in the decision of the Majlis on the 
31st October, 1925, dethroning his brother and setting aside the Qajar dynasty; 
and Muhammad Hassan Mirza left the capital the same night. After remaining 
for some time in Bagdad he went to Europe, where he has resided ever since, 
with his mother, Malikeh-i-Jahan, for the most part in Paris. 

‘After the death of Ahmad Shah on the 27th February, 1980, he published a 
declaration, in the Matin newspaper, dated the 20th July, claiming his rights as 
successor to the sovereignty of Persia. ‘The Temps of three days Inter published 
an announcement, no doubt inspired by the Persian Government, that the Qajar 
dynasty had come to an end and that the pretensions of Muhammad Hassan

On the revenue side an increase of 26 million rials (£325,000) over last | 
year's estimate is expected from direct taxation and about $1,200,000 rials 
(£390,000) from indirect taxation. ‘These increases are anticipated from taxes 
already in force, not from new taxation to duced. ‘The receipts from 
customs are expected to yield 62 million rials (£775,000) more than last year’s 
estimates, Estimated revenue from the tobacco, opium and cotton ‘goods | 
monopolies amounts to 50 million rials (£625,000); the cement factory is expected 
to produce an increase of 47,400,000 rials rly £600,000). There are, however, 
varions credits sanctioned in connexion with these industries. An increased yield 
of 15 million rials is expected from mines; this presumably includes the increased 
sales of red oxide, but may also be connected with the development of copper and

3. On the expenditure side an increase of 40 million rials (£500,000) 1s 
shown from the Ministry of War, the estimate this year, including the 
gendarmerie, amounting to 309,408,380 rials (about £3,867,600), a little over |

6. Other expenditure items include an additional 5 million rials for 
agriculture, which does not suggest any striking new developments; a further 
credit of 22,630,800 rials for the cigarette and tobacco factory, and 40 million, 
rials (£500,000) for ‘remaining expenses '—presumably in addition to fe 
exchange—for the construction of seven grain silos. A further credit of 30 million 
(£875,000) is allotted for the stabilisation of grain prices, although the company 
set up last year to effect that stabilisation is understood to be in liquidation. 
‘A credit of 70 million rials (£875,000) is provided for unspecified public economic 
enterprises, and a further credit of nearly 7} million rials (£09,750) is on account 
of the expenaive dredger required forthe Caspian porte 

7.. A cursory examination of the estimates would suggest a very healthy 
state of things, revenue increasing by 25 per cent, without additional taxation, a 
balanced budget, and a large share of the expenditure being devoted to improving 
the economic equipment and resources of the country. Until such time as the 
Iranian Government see fit to publish statements of actual revenue and expendi: 
ture during a given year, showing the surplus or deficit carried forward, it if 
impossible to attach any real importance to the budget estimates solemnly 
akmmitied to and approved by the Majlis year by year. Tt ie difcale to expreal 
any useful opinion on the financial condition of the country in the absence of any 
eXitet statistical information, but the opinion generally held is that the situation 
is far from being that suggested by the budget estimates and by the inspired 
comments of a strictly controlled local press. 

8. The national budget is usually accompanied, or rapidly followed by, & 
supplementary budget showing credits in sterling for the payment of foreig® 
commitments. For the past few years this supplementary budget has contained & | 
credit of £2 million—approximately equal to the whole sum in respect of royalties 
and taxation received from the Anglo-Iranian Oil Company, together with ot) 
considerable credits in respect of railway construction and equipment and ot! 
Government purchases. The oil royalties are usually described as being

to the credit of the ‘* national reserve,” but the acute shortage of foreign exchange 
which has prevailed for over a year suggests that the disproportion between the 
national reserve and immediate national obligations is so great that all the 
ingenuity of the Iranian Government will not be able to balance the account 
without tapping some new source of supply. It is commonly thought that this 
new source of supply will take the form of a loan contracted abroad. 

9. ‘There is a strong rumour that M. Fahimy, a former Minister of Finance 
and now Ambassador at Angora, is being recalled and will be appointed to 
succeed M. Davar. It is also said that anxious conferences are taking place at 
the Ministry of Finance attended by M. Ala, the new Controller of Government 
Monopoly Companies, with the object of presenting a report on the financial 
‘Htuation and on proposed remedies to His. Majesty the Shah when he returns 
from his visit to the Persian Gulf, Some of the Government monopolies created 
during the last year or so are not expected to survive the critical examination 
to which their affairs are likely to be subjected.

T HAVE the honour to report that the long-expected visit of His’ Majesty 
the Shah aw last taken place, after rumours had been current that all the 
preparations as described in my diary for February were in vain, as he would not 
leave the capital. From the western democratic standpoint, much appears to have 
in advance to render the visit unpalatable, and little during. its progress 
reeable to the inhabitants of Shiraz, 

The amount said to have been spent by the 
iuuicipal authorities on successive schemes of decoration has already. been

reversal of his policy was confidently expected. It is common knowledge that the 
monopolies have not ouly tended to strangle the country’s trade and so cause 
indirect losses of an indefinite amount, but have also involved the ‘Treasury 
directly in heavy losses owing to mismanagement and misappropriation of funds, 
rallies fi te County aay MEPL AU ol hens proeaieractinies aie 
the withdrawal of the carpet monopoly almost: before it had begun to function 
hailed with joy as a good omen for the future. A policy of allowing freer 
trade would be immensely popular among the merchants, provided of course that 
the financial tangle allows of the granting of foreign exchange, But it would 
haye an even greater effect on the masses, who are getting very tired of the 
constant interference with their daily life, which has made it wellnigh impossible 
even for those who have the means to buy their daily bread. 

Itis, in fact, said that, if only all the potential leaders were not still in such 
state of terror as a result of the shrine riots of 1935, the disaffection cansed by 
the bread shortage in Meshed would long since have resulted in a serious challenge 
to the Government's authority in Khorasan,

3. Active unrest is only apparent im the Province of Mekran, where the 
Government haye miade little headway with the difficult task of introducing law 
and order among the ignorant and unruly tribesmen. They are apparently 
proceeding with some caution and are refraining from attempting to introduce 
such unpopular’ measures as dress reform and conscription. Nevertheless, the 
tribal Jeaders are apprehensive and considerable migration across the Indian 
horder is still talking place. ‘The opening of the road from Zahidan to Chahbar 
which was accomplished in March may he expected to exert a civilising influence 
‘as well as to facilitate effective control of this a act it is possible that 
the road has been constructed mainly for this purpose in imitation of Indian 
frontier policy. 

4, More interesting has been the project of establishing the dispossessed 
Sardats of Sistan on the lands in the Chabbar vicinity. ‘This policy, if 
successfully carried through, will be of twofold advantage to the Government 
ot only will it remove a potential source of trouble from Sistan, but it will help. 
atly'to establish the iniluence of the Central Government in the newly settled 
reas,” ‘The Sardars concerned, who have been invited to accompany the C 
General to Chahbar, naturally still view the proposals with considera 
the more so because simultancously with this offer it is reported that a now system 
of land adininistration is to be introduced into Sistan, ‘The lands, which since 
their confiscation from the Sardars haye been given to cultivators on. lea 
tenants at will of the Gove now to be cold outright in plots of 500 
square, Wheiler the disinherited Snrdars are to be allowed to purchase these 
‘squares is tot clear, but no individual is to be allowed to hold more than ten 
in all, On paper these’ schemes seem soand enough, but whether a corrapt and 
inexperienced land revenue stall will he able to produce anything resembling the 
intended reforms is questionable. 

5, ‘The matter which allects us all most closely is, 
boycott, and in this it is unfortunately impossible at present to report any 
iniprovenent.

pursued, severely punished and the cause of trouble will be removed. 

‘The Government had no intention of taking any action against the Khoda

I HAVE the honour to inform you that since the end of the summer a number 
of high officials in Fars, including the Governor-General and the General Officer 
Commanding, have been dismissed from their posts. ‘The late Governor-General, 
Abul Fath Dowlatstiahi, is a Kajar prince, who probably owed his appointment 
to his relationship to the second Pahlayi queen. He is a gambler and spendthrift, 
and went to Shiraz. in 1936 loaded with debt. During his eighteen months in Fars 
he did little but make money as fast as he could. In collusion with the General 
Officer Commanding, General Zandieh, he took 700 rials per family from the 
tribes of Fars, who were then allowed to migrate as usual, while reports were sent 
to Tehran that they had all been settled in houses. In the month of August alone 
the Governor-General was said to have received 60,000 rials from the butchers of 
Shiraz in return for permission to increase the price of meat. At the end of 
August he was hurriedly summoned to Tehran, where he is believed to have been

Am 1, ind a great landlord in Seistan and the Kainat some tine 
he had been closely attached to the Shah in Tehran and, like the Qawam, liad been 
member of his suite on recent tours, His appointment to ars was a complete 
surprise to him, He had been appointed Governor-General of Kerman and had 
already sent all his furniture and possessions there, But when ho called on the 
Shah to take leave, lie was told to proceed immediately to Fars, When 
Mr, Watkinson called on him in Shiraz, Shaukat-ul-Mulk confessed that, he w 
completely bewildered, He said he knew nothing of Fars and had never been a 
Governor under the presont régime. He hoped that his appointment. would he 
merely temporary, But he made no seoret of his fears that his appoitinent w 
really a banishment that would lead to disgrace and ruin, in anticipation of which 
he had sent all his family to his properties in Eust, Tran. Tt is significant, that 
the Shaukat, who has always been markedly pro-British and was a great friend 
in particular of Colonel Daly, disclaimed sill knowledge of English, which he is 
believed formerly to have spoken fluently. He is not likely to run the risk of a 
charge of being pro-British in his work in Fars, Mn, Wathinson anticipates that 
he will be little but a figurehead, and that he will not be able to impose his will on 
the police or municipality or ‘revenue office and still tess on the local army 
command. ‘The circumstances of his appointment will probably make him only 
top anxious to ayoid being dragged into prominence in any way, and it is hardly 
to he hoped that he will succeed in improving or cleaning up the administration 
of Fars, But the experiment of appointing to a Governorate-General a great 
hereditary landowner is an interesting one, and developments in Fars will be 
watched with interest.
